Contra Costa voters wading 
through the 29 state and 24 local 
measures on the ballot this 
November will find at least one 
that has no opposition argument:

500 computer companies are com- 
peting for the opportunity to be in 
a partnership with the Richmond 
Unified School District to develop 
a comprehensive educational 
computer system.

research to establish a district- 


wide computer system. In return, 
the company will be able to use 
the district schools as a laboratory 
to develop a computer system that 
could be sold to school districts 
throughout the country. 


“‘We are looking for vendors 


who want to develop a state-of- 


the-art system,’’ school 
superintendent Walter Marks told 
boardmembers. 


After sending letters to about 


40 companies, the district is now 


being actively ‘‘pursued’’ by ten 
companies — including IBM, 
Apple, and Wang — even though 
the program may involve a 
substantial investment, said 
Marks. The ten companies are 
supposed to submit conceptual 
proposals by November 15. 

School officials are calling on 
the companies to work with the 
RUSD to develop a computer 
system that will be used in the 
central district office and each of 
the district’s-56 schools for both 
instruction and administration. 
Administrators expect that the 
package will take seven years to 
develop and will include both 
hardware and software. The com- 
puter company is expected to 
oversee the implementation of the 
system and to provide in-service 
staff training.

superintendent, Marks is pushing 
the district along on his program 
to become ‘‘the school district of 
the future.’’ He has said repeated- 
ly that he wants computers in- 
volved in all aspects of school 
district operations — from 
children learning reading lessons 
to school staff tabulating daily at- 
tendance records. 

According to a report issued at 
last week’s board meeting, by 
1995 computers will be as per- 
vasive as ‘“‘chalkboards in the 
classroom”’ and ‘“‘typewriters in 
the office.”’ 

The report states that every 
RUSD classroom will have at 
least one computer terminal, and 
every school will have one or 
more micro-computer 
laboratories. According to the 
report, the district will need to 
purchase about 720 micro- 
computers, nearly doubling the 
number currently jn the schools. 

The report states, ‘‘All teachers 
will be computer literate and will 
be fully trained in how to use a 
computer to teach.” 

The computer system is also in- 
tended to cover administrative 
tasks, such as personnel files and 
scheduling. Although some ad- 
ministratiove functions are cur- 
rently done by computers at in- 
dividual schools, the new system 
will try to coordinate them and 
link them to a centralized system. 

There is no existing computer 
system that includes such a range 
of activities, and for this reason 
the RUSD has sowght to attract 
high-tech help by offering itself as 
a guinea pig. 

“The Richmond school system 
is one of the first to try to put 
these different aspects together,”’ 
said Laura Nelson, a_ senior

the land. In 1986, Fred Basalto, 
Assistant Superintendent and 
business director for the Rich- 
mond Unified School District, 
wrote to El Cerrito Planning Di- 
rector DeWayne Guyer, saying, 
“The district has a dire need for 
funds to accomplish very urgent 
deferred maintenance projects 
totaling over $11.3 million. The 
selling of surplus land will ge- 
nerate the funds to accomplish 
this objective.’ The RUSD also 
testified that the school popula- 
tion would not be adversely affec- 
ted by additional homes in the 
area. 

The City Council agreed that if 
the city was not going to purchase 
the land, the development should 
go forward. City staff decided the 
area would have to be a ‘‘planned 
development,’’ subject to a 
stringent set of requirements. 

Subsequent presentations to the 
Design Review Board headed off 
much of the original neighbor- 
hood concern. An environmental 
impact report indicated that soil 
conditions and water supply

would be sufficient for a low- 
density development. Spexarth 
agreed that houses would be no 
more than 35 feet high, and only 
trees with a mature height of 30 
feet would be planted. Each 
house would be individually de- 
signed, and lot sizes would range 
from 10,000 to almost 20,000 
square feet. Drought resistant, 
native California plants would be 
used for landscaping. 

The design review board was 
cautious but supportive. When a 
public hearing on rezoning was 
held in April, 1987, only two let- 
ters of protest were received, and 
Planning Director Guyer said he 
felt the proposal was consistant 
with the city’s general plan. 

At a planning commission 
meeting in September of that 
year, a neighbor spoke in favor of 
the development and said the 
majority of neighbors agreed that

“We tried to develop with some 
sense of what the community 
needs were,”’ he said. 

The type of opposition he en- 
countered from neighbors is one 
reason housing is becoming more 
out of reach during a period of 
great population expansion, 
Spexarth said. “If people are 
against a quality land use ap- 
proach, then the cost of housing 
is going to be beyond everyone’s 
ability to afford it. People say 
they want open space, but some- 
body has to pay for it. Land use 
issues like this have to be resol- 
ved.’’ 


It was particularly frustrating 
in this case because the main ob- 
jective of the project was to raise 
money for the school. ‘‘After the 
bond issue failed (that would have 
established a parcel tax to benefit 
the district in July) it should have 
been clear that the RUSD needed 
money and this was one way to do 
that,’’ Spexarth said. ‘‘Ultimately 
what prevailed was the highest 
and best use of the land.’’

hen somebody says 
“nice cut’’ to Ed Miller 
these days they are pro- 
bably complimenting 
him on one of the $8 
specials he gives at 
Albany’s Supercuts, but there was 
a time when it would have had a 
very different meaning to him. 


A fan of the Oakland A’s, he 
empathizes with their World 
Series loss. The 31-year-old hair 
stylist was part of the San Diego 
Padre team that lost to the 
Detroit Tigers in the 1984 World 
Series. 

“1 still think of myself as a 
baseball player because that is 
what I have been my whole life,”’ 
said Miller. ‘‘Now I’m an ex- 
major leaguer.” 

Built like a running back, the 
5-foot-9, 190 pound speedster was 
known for his base-stealing and 
defensive skills. Between 1975 
and 1980, even though he spent 
blocks of time in the majors, 
Miller led the minor leagues in 
stolen bases for six consecutive 
years. 

Recurrent hamsting pulls and 
tears prevented him from exten- 
sive everyday play, but Miller was 
considered a ‘‘can’t miss’’ talent 
when the Atlanta Braves picked 
him up in 1978 and Hank Aaron 
compared him defensively to 
Willie Mays. 

“T never was a big home run 
hitter,’’ said Miller. ‘‘I was never 
a big RBI guy. My legs were the

Miller said it is tough for teams 
to keep players who make salaries 
of more than $100,000 and spend 
two months on the disabled list. 

One of Miller’s most 
memorable moments came in 
Atlanta in 1984 playing as a Padre 
against his old teammates on the 
Braves. ‘‘It was the last game of 
the season and it was raining and 
they were just trying to get the 
game over with. Pasquel Perez 
was pitching and I hit a line drive 
into the blue seats, a tremendous 
home run. It shocked not only 
me, but everyone.’’ 

It was Miller’s first and only 
Major league home run and turn- 
ed out to be his last big league at 
bat. Miller relished the moment. 

“They say ‘home run trot?’ 
Well I figured I may never hit one 
again, so I had a serious home run 
trot,’’ he said, smiling broadly as 
he imitated his slow motion trot. 
“Tt took me almost two days to 
get around the bases. When I got 
to second the umpire said ‘Damn 
it Miller let’s go!’ ”’ 

Miller broke into the majors at 
the end of 1977 when the second 
place Texas Rangers called him 
up to for the last month of play. 
With teamates like Gaylord 
Perry, Miller was suddenly play- 
ing with childhood heroes. His 
duties there included late inning 
defensive replacement, base- 
running, and even ‘‘giving 
Gaylord the Vaseline with the 
towel.’’ 

After success with the Padres in 
1984, he was told he would have a

good sources for lamps. 

Most of the shades are made of 
flakes of mica, a mineral, com- 
bined with shellac and compress- 
ed into sheet form. Mica was 
popular in California and in 
Berkeley in particular from 
1895-1920, the ‘Arts and Crafts’ 
period. 

“Mica is wonderful stuff,” 
said Duncan. ‘‘Shades have come 
in from the 1920s where the drum 
had worn out but the mica was 
still intact.’” 

Parchment paper and fabric are 
also used to make shades. 

Paper can be treated in several 
ways. One technique is crackle- 
lacquer, the result of using up to 
four coats of lacquer to achieve a 
textured looking design. Another 
is marbleized paper, which in- 
volves placing blobs of color atop 
a gelatinous susbstance, then 
combing the blobs through the 
substance and allowing the paper 
to pick up the color. The effect is 
a beautiful swirl design. 

Fabric shades are made from 
old embroidered Chinese shawls, 
which were made for wealthy 
women in India, from the borders 
of Indian saris. The frame of the 
shade is wrapped and lined with 
satin before the outer fabric is put 
on. 

All the beading on fabric 
shades is hand strung in North 
Carolina by Johnson’s 86-year- 
old mother, Maddy Johnson.

Still nursing his shoulder, 
Miller was unable to play in Mex- 
ico this year and continues to 
make use of his cosmetology 
license he earned while injured in 
1983. ‘‘This is the first time I’ve 
been able to apply my 
cosmetology training. I hope the 
sky’s the limit as far as hair’s 
concerned.’”

There is growing concern about 
the 5.5 million Californians 
without health insurance and the 
devastating impact uncompen- 
sated care is having on the state’s 
hospital system, focusing more 
attention on the availability and 
affordability of health insurance. 

Because 4 million of the 
Californians without insurance 
are employed, usually by small 
businesses, or are dependents of 
these employees, mandating that 
employers provide health in- 
surance is the most frequently of- 
fered answer to concern about the 
uninsured. 

Mandate legislation is pending 
at the federal level 
(S.1265-Kennedy) and the state 
legislature had similar proposals 
before it during the last session. 
Only Hawaii and Massachusetts 
have adopted the mandate ap- 
proach to date. As the observers 
say, it is only a matter of time 
before mandates are enacted in all 
states unless alternative solutions 
are identified. 

Employers’ concerns about 
health insurance are two-fold: 
The rising costs of medical care 
and covered services will increase.

A trade publication for the in- 
surance industry recently reported 
that ‘1988 health costs exceeded 
estimates and there is no relief in 
sight for 1989.’’ Premium costs 
for employers who provide health 
insurance have been increasing 
from 20 percent to 30 percent and 
more each year, despite the 
sophisticated cost containment 
techniques many large employers 
have implemented to try to reduce 
costs. 

Mandates establish a floor of 
services that must be provided. 
Past legislative proposals have 
contained very rich benefit levels. 
But even if a bare minimum plan 
is agreed upon, it is only-a matter 
of time before special interests 
push to have their particular 
specialties covered. 

The California Medical 
Association recently announced it 
will spend approximately $50,000 
to put together a coalition of in- 
surers, chambers of commerce, 
labor, hospitals, etc., to develop a 
private sector approach to the un- 
compensated care problem. The 
California Chamber has _par- 
ticipated in preliminary discus- 
sions with the medical associa- 
tion, and the Chamber’s Health 
Care Policy Committee has 
agreed to explore alternatives 
with the association. 

Chamber members are respon- 
ding to a recent survey ranking 
health insurance costs ahead of 
workers’ compensation as the ma- 
jor problem facing businesses in 
1989. The Chamber believes that 
shifting the burden of paying for 
uncompensated care onto the 
employers would do nothing to 
resolve the cost problem, but 
would ensure that California 
companies have a more difficult 
time competing in the interna- 
tional marketplace. 

Health insurance costs and 
availability will no doubt be one 
of the most critical business issues 
in the next legislative session.

This year about 50 
students were granted permission 
to attend El Cerrito High. 

The new El Cerrito program is 
modeled on the New York School 
of the Performing Arts, which 
was featured in the movie and TV 
series Fame. But Robledo said El 
Cerrito is taking a more low-key 
approach. No auditions are re- 
quired to take part in the new 
program. 

“The basic core classes haven’t

changed,’’ she said. ‘‘We’re 
maintaining a comprehensive 
high school.’’ 

However, the school gives 


students more opportunities to 
study the arts, she said. 

An additional period was add- 
ed to the school day, making it 
easier for students with heavy 
academic schedules to take art, 
music, drama, or dance. More 
arts classes are being offered, and 
the school has at least six more 
teachers than last year, including 
an orchestra leader and another 
dance instructor. 

A $199,700 state grant for the 
program has helped pay for the 
expanded teaching staff, the 
development of the mew cur- 
riculum, and improvement of 
school facilities. 

“There’s been some chaos. 
Some supplies haven’t arrived,” 
said Robledo. ‘‘But there’s magic 
in the classrooms.’’ 

After about one month of 
school, teachers say it is too soon 
to judge the program. But several 
teachers agree there are some 
noticeable positive differences 
from last year. 

Dance department head 
Burgess called the program “a 
shot in the arm.”’ 

The school has almost doubled 
the number of dance classes being 
offered, increasing the total from 
five to nine. Classes are smaller, 
Burgess said. 

Burgess, who has taught at the 
school for 13 years, said she is

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teaching more specialized classes- 
-jazz, modern, African-Haitian, 
and ballet. 

“There’s no program like it in 
the school district,’’ she said. 

Paul Yonemura, who refers to 
himself as the ‘‘samurai band 
director,’’ leads four music 
groups at the high-school. He is 
one of three instructors in the 
school’s music department. 

This year his program has new 
sheet music, and has added a tim- 
pani, a xylophone, and a snare 
drum. ‘‘These are things that a 
director dreams about and never 
sees,’’ he said. ‘‘The kids eyes lit 
up when they saw the new 
equipment.’”’ 

“This year I feel more relaxed. 
I don’t feel like I’m on the chopp- 
ing block. They’re not taking 
classes away. They’re adding 
them,”’ he said. 

New courses include music ap- 


preciation, watercolor painting,. 


poetry, black authors, American 
movies and literature, among 
others. 

The emphasis on the arts is not 
intended to channel students into 
pursuing careers as actors and 
painters, Robledo said. 

“The idea of highlighting the 
humanities and the visual and 
graphic arts is to catch the stu- 
dent’s interest and spread it to 
other areas,’’ she said. 

For some students, the expand- 
ed arts program may help keep 
them in school. 

“‘1’m not here to make stars,’’ 
said drama teacher Kathleen Ray. 
‘‘Theater gives some students a 
reason for being at school. It 
makes their lives a little richer.’’

agency, assuming there are no 
further delays. 

Existing businesses that want to 
remain where they are must ex- 
press that interest within the first 
45 days in order to be given an ad- 
ditional 60 days to strike a deal 
with the succesful developer, he 
said. If they cannot work out a 
deal to share the block by then, 
they will have to be relocated and 
compensated for the market value 
of their property. 

The agency expects to offer a 
discount of up to $1 million to the 
developer it chooses in order to 
make the apartments cost- 
effective to build. In return, the 
agency will require 20 percent of 
the apartment units to be set aside 
for moderate-income residents. 

The city defines moderate in- 
come as $33,700 a year, or $701 a 
month for one person’s rent. 

In order to provide the discount 
to the developer, the agency will 
have to borrow between $200,000 
and $600,000 from the developer 
itself. The admittedly unusual 
funding move would require the 
loan to be paid back with interest 
once property tax revenue from

marketing representative for 
Prime Computers, a company 
that will be submitting a 
proposal. 

According to the district’s 
director of computer services Or- 
van Kollewe, school district com- 
puter systems generally grow 
“part by part.’’ The RUSD’s plan 
represents a ‘‘concerted effort to 
put it in one package,’’ he said. 

While other districts have ap- 
plied computer use for one school 
or one grade, the RUSD is break- 
ing new ground by trying to create 
a district-wide plan for 
kindergarten through 12th grade, 
Kollewe said. 

District officials project that 
the RUSD may invest as much as 
$11 million in the seven-year pro- 
gram. Additional funds will come 
from the computer company 
spearheading the project. 

Despite this investment, Prime 
Computer’s Nelson called it a 
“‘win-win’’ situation for both 
partners in the deal. 

The investment would pay off 
for the companies by providing a 
platform for new technology and 
an ‘‘advertisement’’ at the same 


the apartments begins to roll into 
the agency, said O’Keeffe.

to a paramedic will not be 
answered by a paramedic. In my 
estimation, that seventh person 
doesn’t deserve to be handled in a 
less important manner.’” 

The shortfall is a result of pre- 
hospital care becoming more 
sophisticated and expensive, 
coupled with local funding cut- 
backs because of Proposition 13, 
said Finucane. : 

The tax would be used to sup- 
port three specific links in the 
emergency care system. Under the 
sample plan, $656,000 would be 
used to add six paramedic units 
throughout the county. It would 
also provide $360,000 for ‘‘first 
responder’’ training and equip- 
ment for firefighters, who are 
often the first to arrive at the 
scene of an emergency. 

An additional $969,000 would 
provide increased training and 
support to trauma centers, and 
the remaining $504,000 would be 
used to monitor the emergency 
medical care system and deter- 
mine other needs that may not 
have been met. 

If the measure passes it would 
mandate the creation of a county- 
wide assessment district that each 
of the county’s 18 cities would 
have the option to join. Powers 
noted that Alameda County pass- 
ed a similar bill three years ago, 
with some cities assessing more 
than others within the $10 limit, 
depending on what the communi- 
ty felt its needs were.

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Baby from prehistory a hit at Hall

Suppose a baby stegasaurus has 
just walked into your living room. 

As its horned tail knocks over 
your new lamp, you are groping 
for the phone, about to call for 
help. Suddenly, the creature 
coughs, hesitates, and says, 


“‘Hello.’’ What sorts of questions 
would you have for this apparent- 
ly friendly apparition? 

Got them ready? Then pack up 
the kids and drive over to 
Berkeley’s Lawrence Hall of 
Science, where their 
“Dinosaurs!’’ exhibit is in full 
swing until March 1. 

You will see life-like replicas of 
the prehistoric beasts that move 
and glare and growl as if you’re 
their next meal. You will hear 
yourself saying melodic names 
like Corythosaurus and 
Apatosaurus. And, for a treat the 
kids will never forget, you will get 
to see a baby stegasaurus dance, 
sing and answer questions in the 
Science Discovery Theatre’s pro- 
duction of ‘“‘Dino Doesn’t Live 
Here Anymore.”’ 

The original show, from the 
collaborative team of Lincoln 
Bergman, Barbara Ando, Gigi 
Dornfest, and Sue Jagoda, is a 
clever, entertaining way to get 
children involved in the ongoing 
exploration of how the dinosaurs 
lived and died. The snappy songs 
and jokes keep the information 
rolling, yet are a far cry from the 
kind of stuffy, academic learning 
many children dislike. 

In between the discussion of 
how the dinosaurs disappeared, 
and whether they are more like 
reptiles or birds, lie references to 
the film £.7., and to the 
dinosaurs leaving without giving a 
forwarding address. 

The plot is like an old episode 
of The Twilight Zone. Two scien- 
tists, Dr. Jones and Dr. Bones, 
are discussing their upcoming 
dinosaurs exhibit. Jones leaves, 
and Bones, feeling sleepy, decides 
to sleep in a dinosaur nest that is 
part of the exhibit. 

Bones awakes to the sound of 
crackling and puffs of smoke 
(which frightens a little blonde 
girl in the front row), signifying 
the birth of—are you ready?— a 
baby stegasaurus! At the sight of 
the lumbering, green and purple 
creature, Bones is scared, yet 
quickly composes herself at the 
thought that this might lead to the 
‘Nobel Prize!’’ 

When it turns out that baby 
Dino can talk, this leads to an ex- 
ploration of the life of the 
dinosaurs. The children in the au- 
dience become noticably excited 
when Bones asks the baby what 
noises it makes. 

‘“‘What noises do you think a 
dinosaur would make?’’ Bones 
asks, turning to the cluster of rapt 
children, and they respond with 
an assortment of growls and 
snarls. The dinosaur adds to this 
with a growl which almost knocks 
Bones over, but then adds shyly, 
“We only sounded like that when 
we were angry.’ 

Throughout the show, an at- 
tempt is made to link the 
dinosaurs condition with the 
humans, perhaps to make the 
children feel less threatened by 
the huge prehistoric beasts. The 
baby stegasaurus is cute and non- 
threatening, donning a false nose 
and glasses to disguise himself 
from prying humans. 

The wonderful songs begin by 
pointing out the differences bet- 
ween man and dinosaur, but con- 
clude with the warm message, 
“‘We’re the same, you and I.’’ 
The scientist and the dinosaur are 
equally curious about each other, 
which might lead the children to a 
new perspective about history. 

Some of the most effective 
aspects of the show are the ques- 
tion and answer segments bet- 
ween the children and Dino. 
Christopher Bauer, who plays Dr. 
Jones and Dino in one of the two 
rotating casts, says he feels 
priveleged to be a part of the lear- 
ning experience for children. 
“The show is an opportunity to 
let 'children respond and discover 
for themselves. I think children 
need to be reeducated, because 
television and film don’t give 
them a chance to respond in- 
dividually. It is important to start 
at this level,’’ he says. 

Saying that he finds playing a 
dinosaur ‘‘an opportunity to in- 
telligently transfer something to 
the kids,’’ Bauer adds that the 
children’s questions keep him on 
his toes. ‘‘A kid asked me if I had 
bad breath. I said, ‘Hold on,’ and

I breathed on the doctor and she 
reeled backward. | looked back 
and said, ‘Yes.’” 

Lance Marsh, who plays Dino 
in alternating performances, 
agrees that the questions are the 
most stimulating and often 
challenging part of the show. “‘I 
know more about stegasauruses 
than anyone I know. But they still 
ask questions that I can’t answer. 
A lot of those kids have tremen- 
dous imaginations, and I think 
the show stimulates that.’’ Marsh 
causes an uproar of laughter 
when, as Dino, his calm answer to 
one question is, ‘‘Well, I’m told I 
have a brain as big as a walnut.” 

Careful attention and effort 
has been lavished on the show, 
from Scarlett Manning’s painted 
backdrop to the dinosaur 
costume, which was designed by a 
creative team. Gary Lapow’s 
original music is bouncy and im- 
aginative, with campy lyrics such 
as ‘‘strumming on the old bone- 
foe 
Perhaps the final summation of 
the show is best said by Juanita 
Blackburn, 8, who notes that the 
show was ‘‘good. Dino was really 
cute.’’ Or perhaps it is in the in- 
tense expression on the face of a 
small child in a red and white=
